DIRECTIONS.—Select a good sandy loam, plow the ground as deep as possible, dig out 12 
inches deep, put in a layer of 4 inches of good, strong stable manure, and press down; then fill 
in with good, rich, black loam to the top of the bed. Sowon top of bed 100 pounds kainit to 
1000 square feet of bed ; incorporate this thoroughly to depth of 3 inches. After leveling bed 
off even, stretch a line the length of bed 9inches from the edge, and with a spade cut a furrow 
8 inches deep, set a row of plants along the trench 9 inches apart, with the crowns of the roots 
2 inches below the surface ; then cover up make even and plant other rows 9 inches apart.

The beds should 
be made from November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, and it 
requires about two months for them to begin bearing. Secure fresh horse-dung, free from 
straw and litter, and mix an equal bulk of loam from an old pasture with it. Keep this under 
cover, taking care to turn it every day to prevent heating, until the pile is large enough to make 
a bed of the required size. Three or four feet wide, eight inches deep and any length desired 
are the proper proportions for a bed; but these may be varied. Prepare the mixture of loam 
and manure, making the bed in layers and pounding down each with the back of the spade, 
Leave this to heat through for a few days, and as soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees, make holes in the bed about 
a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of the spawn 2 or 3 inches in diameter; fill up the holes with compost, 
and at the expiration of a week or ten days the spawn will have thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread 
layer of soil over the heap to a depth of 2 inches, and cover with 3 or 4inches hay, straw or litter. Examine bed often 
to see that it does not getdry.

CULTURE OF FLOWER SEEDS. 


Provided the soil is in a proper state, flower seed may 
be sown in the open border in the months of April and 
May, or as soon as the soil becomes dry and easily 
crumbled, after the spring frost has disappeared. They 
may also be sown in prepared beds of light, rich soil, and 
transplanted into the garden. The former is the more 
simple method but not always as satisfactory. The 
better plan is to sow all fine seed under glass in the 
house, hot-bed orin a green-house. As to the depth to 
which seed should be covered, the best general rule is to 
cover fine seed very lightly, just enough to protect them 
from the sun; and in extremely dry weather asprinkling 
of damp moss is very useful. With very fine seed it is 
best to sow on the surface, and press them lightly into 
the soil. We are convinced that one of the most frequent 
causes of failure is in sowing the seed too deen, and 
seedmen are unjustly censured, when fault lies with the 
cultivator.
